AMBRICANS’ NOBLE WORK. 


VIENNA, February Ble 

The plignt of the middle cla:ses is so severe that 
American relief organisations have contributed $200,000 
to supply them, particularly the intellectual workers, 
with foodstufls, University professors and thousands 
of students are availing themselves of the offer. Ameri- 
cans are also feeding school children until June 1.

Millerand appealing for a grant. of British and French 
credita, Meanwhile, it is officially telegraphed from 
Prague that Czecho-Slovakia has agreed to grant a 
credit of 500,000,000 Czecho Slovak crowns repavable in 
twenly yeurs.

EVEREST HERMITS. 
LIFE ON 10 BARLEY GRAINS A 
DAY. 

Fascinating stories of life in Tibet 
and on the slopes of Mount Evereat 
were told by Col. Howard Bury the 


leader of the expedition which 
discovernd the mcst practicable 
way to the summit of Everest 


(29,140 fect high). Another expedi- 
fich is to go out to try to reach the 
summit itself. 

Col. Bury was lecturing at the 
Queen's Hall, W., to a joint meeting 
of the Royal Geographica) So-iety of 
the Alpine Club, the organisers of the 
expeditions. 

20-rEET HEDUiS, 

“ Leaving Darjeeling on May 18 and 
19, the expedition crossed Sikkim, 
which owing to its hvavy rainfall, is 
acountry of marvellous vegetation,” 
said Col. Bury. ‘ Wonderful butter- 
flies of every shade and Lue flitted 
across the pith, scarlet cleroc endyons 
made brilliant patches of colour in the 
dark green of the luxuriant forest 
among huge tree ferns. Creepers and 
ferns Lung from every tree, white, 
orange, mauve, cr purple orchids grew 
among the mosses and ferrs on the 
branche of the trees, and showed yp 
in Jovely clumps of cclour. The 
expedition paseed hig hedges of 
daturas on the way, 15 ty 20 feet in 

jbeight and covered with hundreds of 
great, white trumpet-shaped bloome, 
quite eight inches in diameter and 
fully o toot in length. : 

“ Ever since leaving Darjeeling our 
mules had bien giving trouble, and 
two or three trom each party had ‘o 
bo left behind after cach march,” said 
Col. Bury. “ Alter travelling fi riour 
days we stopped at Roigh, hoping 
they might recover aftr a day’s reat. 
The muks had alrendy been left 
behind and one bad did. The next 
match to Sidonchen waa a short one

CONGRESS OF EUGENICS. 

AMERICA’S SET THEORY 

WORTHLESS. 

Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborn, pre- 
siding at the second Congresa of 
Eugenics, which opened at the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
New York, declared that the United 
States was slowly awakening to 
realisationthat education and environ- 
ment do not substantially alter racial 
values. America’s pet theory, said 
Dr. Oabura, that immigrants rapidly 
becume Americanised in a great 
melting-pot proved worthless, because 
the vices of commingled races are per- 
petuated more surely than their 
virtues. 

Major Leonard Darwin, eon of 
Charles Darwin, spoke as the leader 
of the eugenics movement in England, 
and declared that matings inspired by 
true love are usually best from the 
eugenic standpoint, and uttered the 
warning that marriages which were 
contracted for wealthror social position 
did not tend to better the buman 
race, Ho emphasised tie impossibility 
of attempting to regulate human 
mating by legislation, and deplored 
the popular misconception of eugenics 
which credited that science with a

CINEMA PICTURES BY 
ARTIFICIAL LIGHT. 


A weird convoy of motor lorries 
wound its way from Wardour Street, 
through Shaftesbury-avenue, down to 
Piocadiliy-circus late the other night-- 
strange vehicles, with giant tripods, 
which might have been batched in the 
mind of Mr, 1. G. Wells to house his 
Martians in The War of the Worlds. 

The lorries paired off and mysterious 
wires joined them together, A blinding 
flash shot up inte the darkness and. 
made the whirling sky-signs look pale. 
The upturned faces of the crowd 
lonked ghastly white uoder the blue 
rays, and they pushed and struggled 
to get into the line of fire of the 
camera men, 

This was the firat film of London 
by night which Pathe Freres were 
taking. Four lorries, two with petrol 
engines and dynamos and two with 
three great ‘ Sunlight” arc lamps 
each, supplied the light. Each of 
these lamps was of over 1,000,000 
candle power. 

The camera mepv went through 
Leiceater Square, down Fleet Street, 
along the Embankment, and over 
Weatminster Bridge; then to the 
Cenotaph, and back to Trafalgar 
aquare. Big Ben struck four as the 
ribbons of light flashed across the 
equare, and lit up the base of the 
Nelson column. The expedition 
concluded. by taking the ever-open 
door of St, Martin’s Church and the 
early’ rush at Covent’Garden Market.

THE JUNGLE SHIP. 


BIG STEAMER FOR USE ON 
LAKE TANGANYIKA. 


A 600-ton vessel, the steamship 
“Cornwall,” which left-the Thames a 
few weeks ago, is being taken to 
pieces at Dar-es-Salaam (Bast Africa), 
carried something like 600 miles by 
rail to Ujiji, and there put togetbor 
again for service on Lake Tanganyika 
says the Huening Standard. 

The ‘‘Cornwal),”” an ex-naval boat, 
ia the pioneer of a fleet of steamers 
belonging to the Tanganyika aud 
Sudan Explorations (Limited) for the 
navigation of Lake Tanganyika and 
the development of British trade in 
the surrounding country, oad is 
under the command of Lieut-comman- 
der J, R. Lee, R. N. RB. 

For putting the vessel together 
again and for future shipbuilding a 
slipway has been prepared at Ujiji, 
where, by the way, Stanley found 
Livingstone. In about a month it is 
expected that the launch of the vessel, 
which will inaugurate tho beginning 
of fresh British enterprise of great 
magnitude, will take plac. with fitting 
celebration. 

The Tonganyika and Sudan ex- 
plorations ate now accomplishiog 
what the Germans failed to achieve, 
the necessary railways between the 
lake and the coast having bcen com- 
pleted during the war owing to 
military emergencies. 

A naval motor launch was, how 
ever, carried intact by rail to the 
lake to support the British flank 
against the German forces. 

“Tanganyika is the longest fresh- 
water lake in the world, being 420 
miles long, and is bounded by the 
Sudan, Belgian Congo, Rhodesia, end 
the former German Taat African 
territory on tha East lands with 
limitless possibilities for British enter- 
prise.
